McGILPINS ASSAULT ON THE Mell-
VAIN'S.

A Dime Novel Hero Who Felgos Insaniry
Too Late.
On Monday last a young maun named
George McAlpine,aged 18 or 19 years, eall.
ed at the premises of Mr. A, P. Mcllvain,
near Bellemonte, to pay his respects to the
family for whom he had worked as a hired
boy a year or two ago. He was kindly
received and remained with the family as
a guest until Wednesday night abont 11
o’clock,at which time he aroused the family
by moaning and groaving and complain-
ing of being seriously ill. Mr. Meclivain
went down stairs to get him some old
brandy to relieve him.. On entering Me-
Alpine's 100m the latter drank the
brandy, handed back the glass, and
then slipping behind Mr. Mellvain locked
tlie door, drew a heavy revolver, pointed it
at Mellvain's breast and commanded him
uot to utter a word on peril of his life.
Astonished and alarmed, Mr. Mellvain,
said, **George,don’t shoot me,’"'at the samne
instant throwing up his arm and dashing
aside the pistol. A scuflle ensued during

whicli Mellvain  got McAlpine's {inger
in his mouth and bit it severcly,

but his artificial teeth were not strong
encugh to retain his prisoner. The noise
made during the scuflle, alarmed Mrs. Me
Livain, who bastencd down stairs and
vigorously rang the large farm bell, the
sigual usually used among farmers to let
their neighbors know that something is
wrong. The bell alarmed McAlpine, who,
breaking away from Mcllvain, ran down
stairs with the design of escaping. But
meantime, the neighbors, aroused by the
bell, were hurrying to the house from all
quarters ; and MecAlpive ran up stairs and
jumped into bed.

Among the first toarrive on the scene
was Wmn. Taylor, who, notwithstanding
Mr. Mcllvain’s remonstrance and fears
hat McAlpive would shoot him, insisted
on going upstairs and arresting the rob-
ber ; and up he went und dragged him by
the hair from his bed. MecAlpine at once
feigned insanity, but he was secured and
disarmed, and taken by the crowd that
had assembled to the oftice of W. C. Frew,
esq., of Paradise, where he was given a
hearing,

Among the effects were found the large
revolver that he had drawn on M. Mell-
vain and a smaller one, both being very
finely finished pieces; two boxes of
cartridges to fit the pistols. Also a very
fine and formidable bowie-knife and belt ;
four masks, a heavy false beard of a red
dish gray color, a fine compass, a botile ol
ether and a sponge, a very fine Sheffield
razor, a gold Masonie eross, a gold breast-
pin in the form of a gun, another in the
form of a pistol, a fine gold pencil case,
two handkerchiefs and some papers and
letters.

McAlpine continuea to feign insanity
during the hearing until the magistrate
was about to open a sealed letter, when he
suddenly said, ‘“Don’t open that letter ;
it is my private property and you have no
right to break theseal.” The magistrate
opened the letter, which was written by
the prisoner and addressed to his mother,
wlo lives in Philadelphia. The writer in-
forms his mother that he had got into
trouble at Phcenixville, where he had been

working recently ; that it was not
safe for him to remain in  this
of the country: that he was

going to enclose her $25, and then start
for San Antoniv, Texas, to see his brother
Will ; that hereafter he was going to Le a
rood boy and would not give his parents
any more trouble.

The brother Will above referred {0 isno
other thaa the famous marksman ** Wiid
Hairy,” who a few years ago astonished
Lancaster people by his wonderful rifle
shooting at his gallery in Centre Square,
and who during his stay here was arrested
and sent to jall for pulling a pistol on
George H. Hartman, the liveryman. !
Another paper found among McAlpirte's
eftects was an oath drawn up, but not
sioned. It was his intention to make Mr.
Mellvain sign it after he had robbed him.
It is to the effect that the subsecriber Coes
most solemnly swear before Almighty
God, and on this Bible, that he' will never
publish, nor cause to be published, nor in
any manner whatsoever divulge anythirg
that transpires in this honse to-night.
After testimony substantially as abuve
had been given before "Squire Frew, that
functionary committed McAlpine to the
county prison to answer for felonious as-
